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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are allowable over the prior art. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to claims 1, 6, 8, & 10, US 5,477,326 to Dosmann discloses a 
spectrophotometer comprising a detector assembly (14) utilizing light emitting diodes 
(30, 32, 34, 36) to detect light from a sample (10). The diodes (30, 32, 34) are 
disclosed to have different spectral responses (see column 6, lines 19-21). However, 
Dosmann states that the spectral responses are not overlapping (see column 6, lines 
34-38). As a result, claims 1, 6, 8, & 10 and dependent claims 2-5, 7, 9, & 11-20 are 
allowable over the prior art.
